The  following  paragraph 
taken  from  the  catalogue  gives  only  an  imperfect  impression  of  the  amount  of 
faithful  and  successful  work  which  Dr.  Stratton  has  performed  during  the  forty 
years  of  his  experience  as  High  School  Principal,  Academy  Principal,  Dean 
and  Professor :

PORTION  of  the  address  by  Hod.  James  J.  Hill  at  the  University  of  North 
Dakota,  September  29th,  1910: 

"I  was  glad  to  hear  President  James  of  the  University  of  Illinois  speak  so 
kindly  as  he  did  of  the  other  institutions  of  learning,  especially  the  denomina- 
tional colleges.  They  have  their  place  and  let  me  say  that  nothing  in  the 
world  will  ever  take  their  place.  Nobody  has  greater  interest  in  the  young  man 
or  the  young  woman  than  the  parents  who  send  them  out  to  get  their  education. 
I  can  realize  the  feeling  of  that  mother  at  whose  knee  they  have  been  taught 
from  the  earliest  childhood  to  repeat  their  morning  and  evening  prayer  when 
she  sends  them  away,  to  build  up  their  character.  If  that  character  has  to  be 
built  up  away  from  home  influence  and  of  the  influence  of  the  spirit  of  Chris- 
tianity it  may  not  be  a  great  wonder  if  some  of  them  come  back  with  their 
minds  filled  with  doubt.  I  do  not  care  what  the  denomination  is  if  they  are 
true  to  their  own  profession;  they  will  do  a  great  deal  of  good  and  they  will 
never  do  any  harm  to  any  other  educational  institution. 

"I  feel  a  deep  interest  in  these  matters  because  there  is  a  tendency  at  times 
for  young  people  to  go  astray,  not  because  they  have  more  knowledge  but  be- 
cause of  their  want  of  knowledge.  Truth  will  never  conflict  with  truth.  You 
can  pile  and  magnify  it  and  add  to  it  and  it  will  always  be  harmonious  ard 
there  will  never  be  a  conflict,  and  all  natural  laws  can  be  applied  if  we  have 
the  intelligence  to  apply  them.  All  investigations  can  be  carried  to  the  limit 
beyond  our  comprehension  if  we  have  the  intelligence  to  carry  them  there,  but 
when  we  come  to  the  spiritual,  it  is  limited  as  far  as  we  are  concerned  to  what 
is  given  us  through  revelation.  There  is  no  conflict,  there  can  be  none  between 
the  works  and  the  word  of  God."

WITH  the  efficient  services  of  Dr.  Callander,  Dr.  MacGregor  and  others  it 
has  been  possible  to  arrange  systematic  pre-medical  courses  which  will 
be  of  immense  value  to  any  students  considering  that  branch  of  science.  A 
dozen  students  are  now  taking  this  course  and  with  the  coming  of  the  new  Pro- 
fessors who  are  to  fill  the  Chairs  of  Chemistry  and  Biology,  we  have  reason  to 
anticipate  a  large  enrollment  next  year.  When  our  plans  are  fully  developed 
we  shall  be  prepared  to  carry  our  students  through  two  years  of  medical  study 
which  will  be  recognized  by  the  Universities  and  Medical  Colleges. 
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FARGO  COLLEGE  ACADEMY  is  to  be  a  distinct  school  with  a 
distinct  purpose  of  its  own;  under  the  same  board  of  trustees  and 
general  supervision,  but  with  its  own  speciaJ  corps  of  teachers,  trained 
for  Secondary  Educational  work. 

The  purpose  of  the  Academy  is  to  bring  a  secondary  education 
within  the  reach  of  all  those  who  are  so  situated  that  they  can  not 
avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  a  first-class  city  High  School, 
and  to  establish  ideal  conditions  for  all  those  who  find  it  necessary  to 
leave  home  in  order  to  prepare  for  college. 

The  Academy  will  have  for  its  exclusive  home  the  second  floor  of 
Dill  Hall  on  the  "Campus  on  the  Hill,"  facing  the  beautiful  city 
park  of  Fargo. 

The  students  of  the  Academy  will  retain  the  advantages  which 
they  have  always  possessed  in  common  with  all  the  students  of  Fargo 
College — the  College  Library,  Gymnasium,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Public  Lec- 
tures, and  many  other  student  activities  will  be  open  to  them.  The 
Fargo  Conservatory  of  Music  offers  its  courses  to  the  students  of  the 
Academy.  And  the  opportunity  for  the  more  or  less  intimate  associa- 
tion with  the  faculty  of  Fargo  College — men  and  women  trained  in 
the  great  universities  of  this  and  foreign  lands — will  be  appreciated 
by  all  students  in  the  Academy. 

Fargo  College  Academy  will  aim  chiefly  at  the  preparation  of 
pupils  for  college.
